UNCLE SAM’S FUMIGATING 
VATS 

S O RAPIDLY does the world move 
now-a-days, so numerous and va¬ 
ried are the wonders which are 
wrought by the ingenuity of our ex¬ 
perts in various lines and so quietly 
is the work carried on, it frequently 
happens that the general public knows 
but little of the marvels that are 
among us. 

For instance, down on the Texas 
border—at Laredo, to be exact—the 
United States Department of Agricul¬ 
ture operates a fumigating plant or 
vat which is sufficiently large to ac¬ 
commodate a train of fifteen freight 
cars at one time. 

Freight cars arriving in the States 
from Old Mexico are infected with 
live, pink bollworm—a pest which 
feeds and devours the unripened pods 
of the cotton plant. If permitted to 
enter and scatter in this country’, It 
would, provided it gained much head¬ 
way, create losses rur ning into the 
millions of dollars annually. 

To prevent this loss and preserve 
the crop, therefore, such cars a're un¬ 
ceremoniously shunted into these vats 
and the unwelcome boilworms aboard 
accorded a knock-out reception. 

This plant resembles a long, brick 
sited. After the cars are received, 
the doors are closed and the plant 
Is flooded with a gas, generated on 
the spot, the fumes of which are sure 
death to boilworms. At the end of 
an hour or more, the gas is drawn off, 
the cars removed and sent on their 
way and the plant is ready for the 
next Incoming train. 

Other similar, but smaller, plants 
are located at various coast points.

A feature of Krupp’s works at Es¬ 
sen at the present time which struck 
Walter Meakin, writing in the London 
Daily News, Is the scropping of the 
huge extra equipment required for 
Hindenburg’s munition program, which 
raised the number of employees from 
42.000 to 115,OCX). 

The whole of the works, with no less 
than 500 acres, or nearly a square mile 
of covered floor spuce, was concentrat¬ 
ed entirely on production for the war.

Paris, France.—Charges that the 
French government usually suffers a 
loss In its business ventures were 
made In recent debates lu parliament. 
It was asserted that the government’s 
operation of the state railroad, post 
office, telephone and telegraph lines, 
the gasoline monopoly and its sale of 
American and French supplies left 
over from the war, were all unbusi¬ 
nesslike, and the cause of heavy bal¬ 
ances on the wrong side of the led¬ 
ger. 

The state railroads’ estimated de¬ 
ficit for 11121 Is given in the budget 
as the equivalent of $59,450,(XX). "Ev¬ 
ery time the state railway receives 
100 francs," says the senate public 
works commission, “the taxpayer 
must take 57 francs out of his pocket 
t* balance the railroad’s accounts.” 

Operation of posts, telegraphs and 
telephone calls, in the budget, for a 
deficit of about $44,802,000. 

Government trade in gasoline—a 
monopoly held over from the war— 
It was said In the chamber has been 
costing the state $1,125,000 monthly. 
The government has on hand eight 
months’ supply, bought ou a higher 
market and worth now on the world’s 
market, according to oil experts, about 
$150,000,000 less tlum it cost.

In the Intervening two years the 
task of converting the arsenal to peace 
production has proceeded unceasingly, 
and still goes on. Nowhere else, in a 
self-contained works, has the process 
of turning swords into plowshares been 
carried out on so vnst a scale. 

Titanic Transformation Spectacle. 

Under the supervision of the allied 
control commission the whole of the 
new shell and gun equipment In the 
mammoth buildings of the Hlndenburg 
program has been made useless and 
thrown to the scrap heap. The most 
complete and spectacular transforma¬ 
tion h%s taken place In one of these 
buildings. Within twelve months It 
was re-equipped with machinery for 
the mass production of locomotive 
goods and engines for the state rail¬ 
ways. 

From a balcony pne looks down Im¬ 
mense avenues of roaring machinery, 
and the whole scene, with hundreds 
of workmen busy at forge or lathe, or 
crowded about the assembling stands, 
Is one of titanic enterprise. From the 
bays on the aide cotne the plates and 
other heavy parts. From the other 
aide flows a stream of machined parts, 
and In a wide central bay they come 
together at thirty-five assembling 
stands. 

The normal rate of production with 
each engine and tender on the stand 
for nineteen days, would give, roughly, 
a dally output of one completed engine, 
but while the artisans are underfed 
and domestic troubles foster political 
discontent normal work Is Impossible. 
Nevertheless this engine shop present¬ 
ed the most impressive picture of in¬ 
dustrial activity seen In Germany, 
Make Costly Experiments. 

In the famous cannon halls of pre¬ 
vious years and in other parts of the 
works elaborate and costly experiments 
In the manufacture of textile and agri¬ 
cultural machinery, tractors and motor 
vehicles are being carried out. In the 
belief that the home market, which lias 
been almost monopolized by America 
In the past, can he supplied by mass 
production methods. 

This Intense reorganization effort is 
only possible to a firm with n prewar 
enpltal of $fl0,(XX).(XX>, and enormous re¬ 
serves built up during the war. No 
dividend Is being taken by the four 
or five holders of the capital. 

Thousands of old employees, for 
whom there is little work, are kept on 
at full wages. All the resources are 
being staked in the attempt to carry 
the concern through the uncertain 
years which lie immediately ahead. 

“If we go slack now,” the officials 
say "there must he a crash. It may 
not be possible to avert It ultimately. | 
Our workers have settled down more 
contentedly for the present, hut if 
their privations continue a breaking 
point must be reached sooner or later. 

“Also, If coal difficulties, high prices 
and the disastrous fluctuations of the 
exchange cannot he overcome a return 
to a healthy state of Industry is im- i 
possible. Impoverishment must In- ; 
crease and productive effort will de¬ 
cline, even if the country Is spared an 
extremist uprising. The whole situa¬ 
tion is uncertain, artificial and un¬ 
stable. We are simply going forward 
In the hope that final collapse may 
he avoided.”

"Let George reduce prices first, f want a few more pickings.” 

That is the attitude of the uverage man is business today, nearly three 
years after the armistice. It is the reason why we are in the midst of a 
period of abnormal business depression. It is the reason why six millions of 
our men are out of employment. It is a condition which neither congress nor 
the government appear able to correct. It is the attitude of the dog in the 
manger. 

This country is made up of producers, transporters, wholesalers, retailers 
and consumers. The consumer wants to see a reduction in the price of every 
commodity except that which he himself produces and offers for sale. On the 

latter he clings to his high prices. 

Railroad officials want to force a reduction in wages and salaries upon 
their employees, but do we see a desire on the part of any of these high offi¬ 
cials to make a corresponding reduction in freight rates or their own swollen 

aalaries? 

The manufacturer clings tenaciously to the last penny of his profits, yet 
he is strong for reducing the cost of raw materials he buys and for cutting the 
wages of his own employees. 

The retailer Is keen for pulling down prices in the wholesale markets, 
yet he loses no sleep in his efforts to reduce his own. 

The salaried man, those in the professions and the wage-earner are just 
yearning for an opportunity to buy their food, clothing and all of their other 
necessities for less money, but they resist even the suggestion of a curtail¬ 
ment of their own incomes. 

In fact, none of us are exempt, speaking as a class. We are all tarred 
with the same brush. We are perfectly willing, even anxious, to have George 
do the cutting and slashing of prices, but when it comes to hitting the toboggan 
ourselves we simply can’t see it. Therefore, no ouo sees it—except under the 
compulsion of necessity. 

Every fellow wants to continue selling the product of bis bands or his, 
bruins at a high price, but most of us have concluded that we will shut down 
on spending until prices in other lines reach a lower level. In other words, 
everybody is virtually on a buying strike against everybody else but himself. 

The result is very little buying—very little demand for production—a 
tremendous shrinkage in the demand for labor. Because of this shrinkage 
six millions of men are out of employment. 

The remedy is in our own hands. When we are willing to see the light of 
reason and accept a general scaling down of our own prices along with those 
of others, the purse strings of the people will be loosened, normal buying will 
be resumed, the unemployed will be summoned back to their work, and pros¬ 
perity will be with us again. But as long as we all wait for George to do it it 
will not be done.

THE BROOKLYN BRIDGE 

C OMMENDED in 1870 and opened 
for traffic in May, 1883, thia 
world-renowned structure cost the at- 
thxt-time unthinkable sum of $15,000- 
000. Its extreme length approxi¬ 
mates a mile and a half and its over¬ 
all width is 86 feet. 

It spans the East river, which con¬ 
nects Long Island sound and New 
York hay between Manhattan island, 
on which New York city proper 
stands, and Brooklyn on Long island, 
and carries one of the densest and 
most heterogeneous streams of traffic 
In the world. 

The caisson on the Manhattan side 
measures 102 by 172 feet and the foun¬ 
dation goes down 78 feet below high- 
water mark, while the tower measures 
59 by 140 feet at high-water line, Is 
272 feet high and contains approxi¬ 
mately 47.000 cubic feet of masonry. 

The bridge is suspended from four 
cables, strung between the towers— 
the calculated weight of the structure 
and its load being in the neighborhood 
of 15.000 tons. Each cable Is made 
up of 5,296 galvanized-steel, oil-coated 
wires wound Into a single strund 
which measures 15*4 inches In 
diameter and is 3.578V4 feet long. 

Ttie center of the river span has 
a clear height of 135 feet above the 
surface of tiie river at high-water 
stage. The floor space of the bridge 
is divided into five avenues or passage¬ 
ways—the center space being arranged 
for foot passengers, on either side of 
which are spaces for trolley tracks, 
while each outside space is set aside 
for tiie accommodation of vehicular 
’ rattier.

‘ Also you can buy elaborate and In- 
fallible systems, which makes no men¬ 
tion of fat men or thin men, at fifty 
■bops la Monte Carlo. For forty 
francs you can buy a system which 
tails you haw, on a capital of £20, you 
can make—“Infallibly”—£10 a day. 
There la another, much sold, which 
alters you 1,000 chances to win agalnat 
one chance to lose. 

Casino Always Wins. 

Others guarantee—! -well, nearly guar¬ 
antee—a winning of from 500 ta 1,000 
francs a day, and there are any quan¬ 
tity of systems under which "losses” 
are "Impossible." Yet, In spite of It 
all the Casino la one of the most suc¬ 
cessful business Institutions In Europe, 
and will doubtless weather even the 
difficulties of the exchange and the 
rise In the coat of living. 

Three days ago there a man won. at 
one of the tables, 37,000 francs ui a 
Single coup. The rules, It should he 
sxplulned, forbid a larger stuko than 
will produce more thuu 0,000 francs 
at a single bet. But, having staked 
the limit on an Individual number, 
you can also lay bets—each to the 
limit —on the various combinations of 
that number as well as on the “color,” 
the bigb or low, odd or even, the 
“dozen" —whether the first, second or 
third of thirty-six numbers—and so 
forth. 

I am told, but I have not calculated 
tt, that It la thus possible to win over 
flO.OOO franca on a single turn of the 
Wheel. But 37,000 is good enough uud 
the friend who had seen It ami told me 
added: “And that loss of 37,000 will 
fee worth 870,000 to the house." He 
probably underestimated It. 

▲a It waa three days ago, the man 
Who won the mouey has probubly lost 
It again by now and In any case the 
fgme of It has gone far abroud and 
brought any number of new gamblers 
to the table. It Is by such advertise¬ 
ments that the Casino thrives. 

They Keep at It. 

Almost every year new books telling 
JWU how to win at Monte Carlo are 
pibllshed. Every year series of churm- 
lag articles are written for one journal 
or another analyzing various "sys- 
toma." One presumes that the writers 
receive no payment from the Casino 
for their labor. But how handsomely 
It could afford to pay them ! There la 
curely no money making Institution 
lm the world which gets so’ much and 
•nch admirable free advertisement as 
the Socleto dea Bains de Mer (as the 
proprietary organization Is called) of 
lionto Carlo. 

The one cardinal and dominant fact 
Is that there Is always one extra 
Obance In 37 against the bettor. The 
Odds are 19 to 18 In favor of the house. 
With absolutely even luck, in every 37 
bOts you wlU lose one more than you 
WlU win. The odds are all calculated 
OO the basis of the thirty-six numbers 
OO the table, and the thirty-seventh 
number (aero) la the perquisite of the 
OBtabllshment. With this qualification 
tbe game la absolutely fair. 

Few aano men, I think, suspect tbe 
Oaaino of cheating. It does not need 
t* That thirty-seventh chance—which 
lo no chance, but a certainty—Is suf¬ 
ficient. It operates Inevitably; as re¬ 
morselessly as “the blind Fury with 
tbe abhorred shears" does at the end 
of the life of each of us. 

The tables In the various salles lo 
tbe Casino and the Sporting club do 
not all run for the same houra. Also 
some of them are for trente et quar- 
ante and not for roulette. But I be¬ 
lieve It la fair to say that the result 
ta about equivalent to twenty-one 
tables at roulette running for ten 
hours a day.

Now Woman la Charged With Murdor 
of Number 4 and Will Be Tried In 
Montana—Present Husband Re¬ 
mains Loyal to His Wife. 


San Francisco.—“She swept the men 
of her choice off their feet—courted 
them so persistently that they coold 
not escape.” 

That's the way V. EL Ormsby, a dep¬ 
uty sheriff of Twin Falla, Idaho, de¬ 
scribes the romance of lira. Lydia 
Southard, under arrest at Honolulu on 
a charge of murdering Bd Meyers of 
Twin Falls, her fourth husbahd. 

Mrs. Southard denies the charges 
and says she can satisfactorily ex¬ 
plain the deaths of her former hus¬ 
bands. She told officials she believed 
she was a “typhoid carrier,” and that 
this may have been responsible for 
some of them. 

“Take poor Bd Meyers, for ex¬ 
ample," says Deputy Sheriff Ormsby.

“She courted Bd right off his feet 
“Well, In August she and Bd were 
married after he took out a $10,000 in¬ 
surance policy. In September M 

died. 

“The townsfolk weren’t Just satis- 
fled. They started a lot of talk and 
the Insurance company held up pay¬ 
ment on the policy. 

She Didn't Worry. 

“But Lydia didn’t seem to be worry¬ 
ing. After Lydia left Twin Falls late 
In 1920 she met Southard, a petty of¬ 
ficer on the U. S. 8. Chicago at a 
dance. Later they were married, and 
when Southard was transferred from 
San Francisco to Honolulu he took 
his bride along. He’s still loyal to hii 
wife." 

Tbs marital experience* of the one¬ 
time Missouri country town girt 
eclipse even those of fiction. Ten 
years ago while still in her teens sh* 
was living on a farm of her father, 
William Trueblood, about two nolle* 
from Keytesville, Mo. 

Following th* opening of new irri¬ 
gated territory In Idaho, Trueblood 
moved his family to a section near, 
Twin Falls. Robert Dooley, a school- 
day sweetheart of Lydia, and hi* 
brother, Edward, followed soon after, 
and settled near the Trueblood farm. 

Married to Dooley. 

In 1920 Robert Dooley took Lydia, 
then twenty, into Twin Falls *ne day 
and tbs two were married. Edward 
went to live with them. 

One day Edward Dooley became UL 
Within a f*w hours he was dead. 
Lydia explained that he had eaten 
salmon from a can that had stood 
open for some time. Lydia and Robert 
Dooley accompanied the body back 
to KeyteavlUe for burial and folk* in 
the borne town got their first glimpse 
of baby Laura Marie, daughter of 
Lydia. 

About three weeks after Lydia and 
her husband returned to Twin Falla, 
Robert Dooley died. Three weeks 
later baby Laura waa dead.

EPISCOPAL CONGREGATION 

HEARS TALK ON PROHIBITION 

A good congregation attended the 
Episcopal church last Sunday, when 
the vicar preached on the subject, 
“New Wine in Old Bottles.” 

The Rev. E. H. Molony said, in 
part: “In discussing this subject, 
present-day circumstances compel me 
to consider the attitude of our Lord 
toward the use of wine, as indicated 
in His discourse and conduct on this 
and other occasions. It is shown by 
His first miracle, when He turned 
water into wine; by His contrast of 
Himself and John the Baptist, and by 
His use of wine in the Last Si pper. 

“The drink question is as old as the 
human race, from the time when Noah 
'planted a vineyard, and drank of the 
wine, and was drunken,’ unto our own 
day. The religion of the whole Bible 
stands for positive virtue of life, not 
for mere negation of this or that in¬ 
dividual sin, and is expressed in the 
words of Saint Paul: ‘Be not de¬ 
ceived, neither fornicators, nor idola¬ 
ters, nor abusers of themselves with 
man, nor thieves, nor covetuous, nor 
drunkards, nor revilers, nor extor¬ 
tioners shall inherit the kingdom of 
Ood.’ 

"My text is more directly on the in¬ 
fusion of modern ideas into ancient 
institutions and forms. Forms change, 
and institutions must be adapted to 
existing conditions, else they become 
defunct and die. Evil ever adapts 
Itself, and so must good, and ancient 
violence is substituted by present-day 
passive resistance., 

“Passive resistance is often more 
destructive than open violence. Poison 
gas will explode as surely as ferment¬ 
ing wine. Present-day opposition to 
spiritual truth and moral standard, 
through the flagrant neglect of public 
worship, is more destructive of re¬ 
ligion than when they stoned the 
prophets, for ‘The blood of the mar¬ 
tyrs is the seed of the Church.’ The 
religious apathy of society is more 
deadly than the spectacular incidents 
of sensational newspaper exposures. 
The incident only indicates corrupt 
conditions. The evil continues to 
spread in the body politic, and what 
happened in the case of the exposed 
individual is threatening the sons and 
daughters of us all. Men and women, 
fathers and mothers, who contribute 
thought, no time, no effort to spiritual 
interests, are contributing to the ; 
moral delinquency of their com- , 
munity, and* their passive opposition 
will exact its toll In broken homes, , 
broken lives and broken hearts. 

“Our only hope is the religion of i 
Jesus Christ.”

The quality of the sheets and pillow 
cases depends on how much one has ■ 
to invest. Home-made sheets and, 
pillow-cases have the advantage of be¬ 
ing fitted to a particular bed, and 
often the materials wear better, butj 
ready-made ones of good quality are 
sometimes more economical to buy.! 
Sheets should be from 24 to 36 inches 
wider and longer than the mattress, 
so that the ends and sides can be 
generously tucked in, and the top of 
the upper one turned down to keep 
the blankets clean. The hem at the 
top of a sheet should be at least 2% 
inches, and at the bottom from % to 1 
inch. Machine hemstitching makes a 
pretty finish for pillowcases and the 
wider hem of a sheet. Seamless tub¬ 
ing can be bought for pillowcases. 

Soft, fluffy blankets, containing a 
large proportion of good quality wool, 
are generally considered more com¬ 
fortable and also most durable if given 
proper care. Many reliable manufac¬ 
turers state the percentage of wool on 
a card attached to the blanket. Cot¬ 
ton blankets, when new, are in many 
cases as warm as wool, but they tend 
to become matted with wear and 
washing and consequently less warm. 
If a blanket is chosen with a colored 
i border, the border should be of the 
same quality wool as the rest of the 
blanket. 

Comfortables of wool or cotton bat¬ 
ting covered first with cheesecloth and 
then with an outer covering of pretty 
1 light-weight material are generally 
fashioned pieced quilts are often in- 
needed in the severe weather. Old- 
teresting, but not very warm, cori’- 
sidering their weight. Striped dimity 
bedspreads with pillow shams to 
match are deservedly popular because 
they are dainty, easy to launder, dur¬ 
able, and inexpensive. Having two 


Crackers and cookies lose their 
crispness by absorbing moisture from 
the air. They should be kept in air¬ 
tight boxes, wrapped in parchment or 
paraffin paper, if possible. 

All dry groceries must be kept dry 
and clean and in insect-proof con¬ 
tainers. Cereals and flavors shbuld 
be bought in small quantities in the 
summer, as they tend to develop 
weevils even when well cared for. 
Corn meal from which the “germ” has 
not been removed turns rancid with 
keeping. Air-tight containers are 
necessary for tea, coffee, spices, and 
baking powder. Ground roast coffee 
loses flavor rapidly. Do not lay in a 
large stock of coffee unless it can be 
roasted and ground at home. The fat 
in chocolate may turn rancid, so keep 
it cool and dark. 

Canned goods should be stored in a 
dark, cool place to prevent fading. 
Examine vegetables within a fortnight 
after canning to detect spoilage. A 
little mold on the top of jelly or rich 
preserves is not dangerous, but 
canned vegetables which look, smell, 
or taste at all spoiled should never be 
eaten.

and 40 deg. F. Decayed ones should 
be frequently sorted out. Very often 
the decayed portion may be cut away 
and the rest of the fruit or vegetable 
used at once. Wilted leaf vegetables 
sometimes may be freshened by soak¬ 
ing in water just before using. All 
vegetable and fruits, especially those 
to he eaten raw, should be thoroughly 
washed in running water before they 
are used. The loss of flavor and tex- 1 
ture is very slight and is made up for 
hy the removal of bacteria and pos¬ 
sible spray residue. Decaying fruits 
and vegetables always attract flies. 

Moist cooked foods made with milk, 
eggs, meats, or fish are excellent 
breeding places for harmful micro¬ 
organisms, including many which 
cause poisoning. Chilled left-overs 
should be used as soon as possible. 
Left-overs of meat pie, dishes made 
with cream sauce, soft custard, boiled 
dressing, and dressing made with 
cream must be carefully kept and 
handled and promptly used. They 
| often cause serious poisoning before 
| they taste or smell spoiled. Boiled 
rice, hominy, and other cereals also 
spoil quickly. 

Scald Bread Box Weekly 

Bread and cakes should be kept in a 
ventilated box. Hot bread should not 
be wrapped immediately. The mois¬ 
ture of fresh bread causes molds to 
form. The bread box should be 
scalded once a week, wiped dry, and 
sunned.
